fn answer to the criticisms of Mr. John F. 
Sevens in THE TRIBUNE on June 22, It seems 
a pity thet Mr. Stevens would exprese an off- 
hand opinion on 4 matter of such vital im- 
portance to this city without careful study 
of the different plans submitted, and we will 
treat such criticism as a curbstone opinion de- 


serves. 

After his general preamble, he states that

“Terminals Not Planned.’’ 

Moreover, he should recognize that plan- 
ning of terminals in big cities has not been 
planning at all, but each road, as it has 
built into these cities, to which he refers, 
bas independently built its terminal at what 
it considered the most faverable point. 

Then, as these cities have grown, it has 
been discovered that the different terminals 
must be connected by some means or other 
which, in the case of all after thought, have 
been at great cost and inconvenience and 
delay to the traveling public, and detrimental 
to the cities, and, generally speaking, an 
unsatisfactory makeshift to try to correct 
evile of heterogeneously scattered’ stub end 
terminals. ( ie 

Opposes Repetition of Mistake. 

Seemingly, he would recommend repeating 
such mistakes in the solution of our prob- 
lem, when we have presented to us an op- 
portunity no city has ever had before— 
Rimdy: @ square mile of railroad property 
in the heart of our city, all to be remodeled 
in the near future. To recommend in this 
remodeling mistakes that are well recog- 
nized by all authorities on transportation, 
seems incredible. 

He evidently does not specognize the vital 
feature of the link plan, which, although 
itconnects all passenger service at one zone, 
does not mean that all service is handled in 
that one, as we have a great circle for our 
local and suburban traffic and subsidiary 
Sations on our main trunk lines, so that on 
the start we have provided fifteen stations.

NAMES PROMINENT LAWYER 


Edward Lauterbach of New York 
Spoken of as Person Who Could 
“Grease Wheels.” 


CHARGE IS DENIED BY LATTER 


Washington, D. C., June 25.—Robert Scott 
Lovett, chairman of the board of directors of 
the Union Pacific Railroad company, told the 
senate ‘‘ lobby "’ investigating committee to- 
night that a long continued and determined 
éffort had been made to have Edward Lauter- 
bach; a New York lawyer, retained by his 
company “‘to grease the wheels’ in Wash- 
ington and’ prevent unpleasant agitation in 
congress against the dissolution plan of the 
Union Pacific-Southern Pacific systems, or- 
dered py the Supreme court and now before 
the department of justice. 

Mr. Lovett made no charge that any cor- 
rupt methods had been used to secure the 
employment of Lauterbach. He did swear, 
however, that some one purporting to be 
Congressman Riordan of New York over the 
telephone had urged the retention of the New 
Yorker, and had suggested the likelihood 
of difficulty in congress which might be 
averted by his employment. 

A similar telephone conversation had oc- 
curred, he said, between a man also répre- 
senting himself as Mr. Riordan, and Maxwell 
Evarts, counsel for the Southern Pacific. 


- Forecast Hostile Action. 

Otto H. Kahn of Kahn, Loeb & Co., a New 
York banking house interested in Union Pa- 
cific, the witness said, had had several con- 
versations with Mr. Lauterbach personally; 
in which the lawyer had referred to what 
might be expected from the ‘ radical! ele- 
ment ’' in congress in relation to the dissolu- 
tion plans of the two roads. 

“Mr. Kehm reported to me.” says Mr. 
Lovett. “that Mr. Lauterbach had said in 
substance that a motion was about to be 
made, I think in the house of representatives, 
to oppose this proposed dissolution or the 
disposition of the stock of the Southern Pa- 
cific which is now held by the Union Pacific, 
and that it probably would also involve a 
reopening of the money trust inquiry, I think, 
and some other matter that had been more 
or less discussed. 

* He eaid that the radical party, as he called 
them, or the radical faction, were about to 
commence these efforts, and that they were 
going to make a point about common bank- 
ing control—he mentioned same of the con- 
gresemen who would lead in this, and indi- 
cated that he might be very helpful in the 
matter, and thet his services were available 
if desired.”’ 


Didn’t Suspect Congressman Henry. 

“Did he state what congressmen they 
were?’ asked Chairman Overman. 

“ Congressman Henry of Texas was men- 
tioned,”’ said the witness, ‘as the leader of 
the radical faction, as he called it. I should 
like to state in that connection, however, that 
I have known Mr. Henry for a great many 
years and I never believed fora moment that 
there was any connection between this gen- 
theman and Congressman Henry.’ 

Mr. Lovett said he had made no effort to 
determine whether it was actually Congress- 
man Riordan who had telephoned to himand 
to Mr. Bvarte. He had not doubted it, he 
paid, until he learned recently that many 
Wall street financial men had been repeat- 
edly called up by* men. who faleely repre- 
sented themselves to be congressmen. 

‘1 now have serious doubts that it was Con- 
greseman Riordan who talked with me over 
the telephone,” he added. 


Tells of One Im poster, 

Questioned by the committee, fir. Lovett 
said Lewis Case Ledyard, another New 
York attorney, had been called up by a man 
purporting to be a congressman, but that 
Mr. Ledyard investigated and found that he 
was not. The impersonator, he said, was 
“ seeking to have some other person em- 
ployed. 

‘‘T have heard of a great many people in 
Wall street being called up by a person pur- 
porting to be Congressman Riordan,’’ Mr. 
Lovett continued, “I am by neo means the 
only one.”’ 

Mr. Lovett said he ignored the efforts 
to have Lauterbach employed until he became 
comvinced that a conspiracy had been formed 
that might succeed in: holding up the Union 
Pacific-Southern Pacific dissolution plans 
unt{] after July 1. The dissolution plan 
must be arranged before that date, he added, 
to avoid a receivership .of the stock of the 
Southern Pacific, which the Union Pacific 
now owns. 


Suspects a Conspiracy. 

“T believe there was a conspiracy here,” 
said Mr. Lovett, “ to try to force us to em- 
ploy some one we didn’t want toemploy, and 
that the conspirators after trying various 
methods were about to go into the newspa- 
pers and create opposition in congress to 
the plan for dissolution that was about to 
be carried out.” 

Mr. Lovett was asked who he believed the 
conspirators were. He named Mr. Lauter- 
bach and the man who represented himself to 
be Congressman Riordan. 

“I believe, and my associates on the execu- 
tive committee believed that there was an- 
other individual in New York who was the 
most active agent in it, but I did not come 
in contact with him eae se, desc Va eont 
executive committee.” 

Mr. Lovett did sot abouts tamale nadia 
and the committee did not ask for It.

Three Children. 


SLEUTHS GUARD SUITE.

New York, June 3.—[Special.]—Soon after 
the new giant liner Imperator sailed out of 
Hoboken today it was reported that Clarenge 
H. Mackay, head of the Postal Telegraph 
company, had sailed secretly with hie three 
children and without hie wife. Later it was 
learned poeltively that Mr. Mackay and his 
children were on board. Mrs. Mackay was at 
the country estate of the Mackays, Harbor 
Hill, near Roslyn, Long island. 

Many men. believed to be private detec- 
tives, were busy about the pier and the deck 
of the big liner near the door of the imperial 
suite, which was understood to be occupied 
by Mr. Mackay and his children, Ellen, 
Katherine, arid John William. 

They were vigilant in preventing anybody 
from approaching the suite who looked as 
if he might intend to serve legal papers on 
Mr. Mackay or any other occupant of the 
suite. 

No Papers Served on Mackay. 

So far as observers could see, no papers 
were served, nor was there any attempt to 
serve any. The police were given to undeér- 
stand that the presence of the detectives 
was merely a precaution taken. by Mr. Mac- 
kay, and was not due to any definite threat 
that an injunctioh would be sought to pre- 
vent his sailing with the children, or that 
steps in any other action were imminent. 

A reporter informed: Mrs. Mackay at Har- 
bor Hill this afternoon that her husband was 
believed to have sailed for Europe with their 
¢hildren under circumstances suggesting 
that he feared the service of legal papers of 
some sort. 

“ There is not a word of truth inanyetate- 
ment that I have authorized anybody to serve 
any papers on Mr. Mackay in any sort of an 
action. I know nothing of the matter fur- 
ther than that,” Mrs. Mackay repited. 


Hurried Children to Ship. 
According to the police who questioned the 
detectives, Mr. Mackay took his children 
trom Spring Lake, where they have been stay~- 
ing for some time, to Hoboken in a fast au- 
tomobile, with other machines full of detect- 
ives from @ private agency in frent and be- 
hind. 
They were hurried to the ship and the suite 
they occupied was closed until sailing time. 
Rumvore of @ disagreement between Mr. 
Mackay and his wife, who was Mise Kath- 
erine Duer, have been heard in the financial 
gistrict and along Fifth avenue and where 
the very rich congregate for several montha.

William 8. Eden, former manager of the 
Great Northern hotel, and a figure tn Chi- 
cago politics in years past, was taken to St. 
Luke's hospital last night, by friends, who 
found him ill at the Palmer house. Phyd- | 
clans who examined him said that his condi- 
tion was grave. 

Eden was at one timeone of the best known 
hotel men in the United States. He was a 
colonel in the Hilinois National Guard. He 
rose from the position of bell boy in the old 
Tremont House fifty years ago. 

‘As a result of differences with some of 
the proprietors of the Great Northern, 
Eden retired from the position of manager 
in 1901, and the same year filed a voluntary 
petition in bankruptcy, stating his liabilities 
at more than a million dollars and his as- 
sets at less than half that amount.

NEW BALKAN WAR; 
ALLIES NOW FOES 


Servian and Bulgar Troops En- 
gage in Desperate Battle 
in Macedonia. 


HBAVY LOSS OF LIFE. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BELGRADE, June 25.—“ War is begun” 
is the headline in the newspapers here this 
afternoon, announcing a serious battle be- 
tween Servians and Bulgarians in northwest 
Macedonia, which lasted from 1 o'clock this 
? morning until 6 In the evening and resulted 
in the Bulgars being routed. The combined 
losses are said to be 500 killed. 

According to an official statement the Bul- 
gars made an attack on theServian positions 
on the right bank of the Zletovo river, b2- 
tween Kratovo and Kotchana. The attack 
was repuised after more serious fighting than 
any reported since the clash between Ser- 
vians and Bulgarians. 


Use Bayonets in Attack. 

Unofficial reports say that about 12,000 
Bilegarians, accompanied by SO bomb 
throwers, attempted to pierce the Servian 
lines and the Servians immediately accepted 
the challenge, brought heavy artillery and 
machine guns into action and sent a call 
for reinforcements. 

An artillery duel was kept up ald through 


the day and the Servians repeatedly charged | 


the Bulgarians at the point of the bayonet 
all along the [ne, driving many of the 
enemy imto the river. The Bulgarians fin- 
ally retreated across the river and were not 
pursueck 

The news of the battle has caused tre- 
mendous excitement here and has embittered 
the feeling against Bulgaria. The war 
party makes no attempt to conceatlits elation 
as it believes that the quarrel? with Bulgaria 


‘must now be fought out on the field. Those 


who favor arbitration of the dispute are dis- 
mayed at the news and the government is 
doing its utmost to quell the excitement. 
The authorities have confiscated several of 
the more fiery newspapern 


Hard to Form Cabinet. 

The situation is becoming exceedingly difmfi- 
cult. M. Pasitch has not yet completed 
his cabinet. He has difficulty in finding ¢« 
war minister. It is customary in Servia to 
place a sokiier at the head of thet depart- 
ment but no soldier is willing to enter a 
cabinet committed to a pacific policy. The 
Skuptshtina has been summoned for a spe- 
cial session tomorrow. If it outvotes M. 
Pasitch, war will be inevitable. 

The Montenegrin Genéral Vukotitch is 
‘here. He intends to accompany M. Paaftch 
to St. Petersburg to see the czar in regard 
to the arbitration of the dispute with Bul- 
garia. He says be will remain here to await 
developments. 

Tt is understood that in the event of war 
Montenegro will make common Cause with 
Servia and woul place 10,000 men in the 
fied. ‘The presence of those troops at Mit- 
rovitma woukl relieve the Serviang from 
garrison duty and prevent trouble with the 
Albanians and the Macedonian Bulgarians.

His signature settles al) uncertainty ex- 
cept one yet to be faced—a possible adverse 
decision by the courta, where it is practical- 
ly certain to be tested. 


Women to Witness Signature, 
Present when the governor signs in the 
morning will be: Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, 
‘president of the Illinois Equal Suffrage as- 
sociation; Mrs. Elizabeth K. Booth, who has 
been “‘on the job” in Springfield since the 
legislative session opened; and Mrs, An- 


of the women’s lobby in the critical moments 
of the legislative fight, 

Gov. Dunne sent, word to the women this 
afternoon that he was ready to act. He had 
received en opinion from Attorney General 
P, 4, Lucey, which left the way open for 
him to give to the measure executive ap- 
proval. The attorney general's opinion ig 
not coneludive that the bill conforms with 
the stats constitution. And it does not find 
it in contravention with that document, 
So the way is left clear for the governor to 
approve, 


Law May Be Knocked Out, 

The Lucey opinion holds that Gov. Dunne 
could, if he wished to, declare the bill un- 
constitutional, and says withous reserve 
that, if the Supreme court hokus in accord 
with one precedent which he Cites, the law 
will be knocked out*iff! the high court. If 
the justices consider other Precedents, he 
suggests, the bill will be held constitutional, 

With this situation confronting him, Mr. 
Lucey determined discreetly to leave it to the 
Supreme court of the state if a test was 
forced. 

When the news of the tenor of the attorney 
general's Opinion became known, in the mid- 
die of the afternoon, among the women lob- 
byists, who have not deserted their posts 
here even since the general assembly passed 
the bill, they felt assured the governor woud 
amix his signature. 

A little later the assurance was given per- 
sonally by the governor to Mrs, Trout, and 
the women started the arfangement for the 
final scene in the statehouse tomorrow morn- 
ing, and prepared for the flags to go up ip 
Springtieid in celebration. 


Films to “Bottle Up” Celebration, 

The women are having a bit of a “ presig. 
nature celebration tonight. Everything 
except the spectacular part of the signature, 
with the distribution of a trisected pen which 
goes to Mrs. Trout, Mrs. Booth, and Mrs. 
Funk, has been accomplished, and if the 
moving picture concessionaire had been on 
the job today the bili would have been 
signed before the executive offices closed for 
the day. 

The moving picture privilege for the scene 
of the signature has been disposed of for

Decision on Amendntory Act. 

Of the Badenoch decision, the opinion says: 
"In the case of Badenoch vs. Chicago. the 
Supreme court had before it as to its con- 
stitutionality the garnishment act of 1905, 
attacked 6n the ground that it purported to 
be an act complete in itself, whereas it was 
in substance and in fact amendatory of both 
the gatnishment act and the attachment 
act. . 

‘The Sapreme court in deciding that case 
held the law constitutional for the reafon 
that it was in fact amendatory of those 
two acts which were not incorporated in the 
amendment, and that without such statutes 
being incorporated in the garn'shment act 
and when considered alone is was wholly in- 
effective and inoperative, and that its pro- 
visions could not be made effeetive and 
operative except by ingrafting the new 
act upon the attachment and garnishment 
acts.’ 

' Fears for Other Laws. 

On the other hand, it is set forth in the 
opinion of the attorney general that-there 
are numerous laws upon the statute books of 
this state, and they are enumerated at 
length in the opinion, which are subject to 
the same objections now urged against the 
equal suffrage bill and apparently with a 
desire to save the question on numberless 
other statutes which have been in force for 
many years, but which have not been at- 
tacked, the affOrney genera! has hesitated 
to declare the woman suffrage bill uncon- 
stitutiona!l lest. numberiess other laws on 
the books be also by the same opinion de- 
clared unconstitutional. 

The conclusion of the opinion states that 
the question, whether the bill is constitu- 
tional, is one fivolved in much difficulty, and 
is one’ on both sides of which many argu- 
ments may be acvanced, and on tLe ground 
that the case will ultimately reach the 
Supreme court for final determination, the 
attorney general declined to express any 
definite opinion on the question.

Harrison to get his approval of the flag 
raising plan. The mayor, she said, gave 
her permission to use his name as favoring 
raising flags throughout the city. 

Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch assert- 
ed flags would be raised not only today but 
on July 1 as well, “when the bill becomes a 
law. 

Miss Margaret Dobyne has prepared a 
large yellow ‘‘ Votes for Women "’ flag which 
will be flung from the flag pole of the Fine 
Arts building. There wil! be an informal 
celebration at the suffrage headquarters this 
afternoon. 


Public Flags to Go U 

" We will have the flags ready put up,” 
gaid Mrs. Treadwell. °° Mayor Harrison said 
he was in favor of the plan of raising the 
emblems on public buildings, on office build- 
ings, on homes, and on school buiidings. 

* Saturday morning we shall Degin prep- 
arations for our automobile parade and mass- 
meeting to take place after the bill goes into 
effect.” 

Mrs. Trout, Mrs. Sherman Booth, and Mrs. 
Antoinette Funk are expected to return to 
Chicago this afternoon if the governor signs 
early enough to permit them to get the noon 
train for Chicago. They have become tired 
waiting in Springfield. since the passage of 
the bill by the house, their friends assert.

Declares City Is Able to Care for 
Itself; Believed Governor 
Will Sign, 


{BY A STAFF’ CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., June 25.—[Specia].}]—Chi- 
cago today presented its demand.that Gov. 
Dunne veto the public utilities bill in the form 
ir which it was sloshed through the legisla- 
ture on the last night of the recent session. 
The city’s demand was a Getermined ultt- 
matum to the governor—who comes from 
Chicago—that the bill be vetoéd without delay 
and without question. 

Mayor Harrison presented the argument in 
chief, and he appealed to Gov. Dunne as an 
ex-mayor and asa present citizen of Chicago, 
who votes there and has plenty of. personal 
relationship with municipal government. 


Dunne Confronted with Record.” 

The mayor confronted the governor with 
the Dunne record on home rule in the Chi- 
cago charter convention, with the Dunne 
home rule declarations in his campaigns he 
has made in Chicago. and from the mayoralty 
point of view he left the governor with 
nothing to do but to veto the measure. 

Mayor Harrison. backed by nearly the 
solid city council, the Municipal Voters’ 
league, and representatives from civic or- 
ganizations from all over the city, left noth- 
ing unsaid from the Chicago point of view. 

The Chicago delegation was joined sur- 
prisingly by Democratic downstate senators, 
who have been marked up as known lieu- 
tenants of the governor in the upper House, 
Senator Duff Piercy of Mount Vernon came 
into the open in opposition to the bill. 
Senator Meeker added his suggéstion that 
the senate had been misled in taking the 
midnight vote, which placed the senate in 
the technical attitude of receding from the 
home rule feature of the bill. 


Will the Govetnor Sign? 

In ‘spite of all this, there is no intimation 
from Dunne that he will veto the bill. On 
the other hand there are rumors, in nowise 
confirmed, that the governor's signature 
will be appended before the timé limit ex- 
pires. He did not get the bil! until late this 
afternoon. Lieut. Gov. O'Hara signed it 
just before leaving for Chicago, and it is 
now up to the governor, and will go tomor- 
row to the attorney general. No indications 
came from the governor as to when he will 
take action. . 4 
‘Judgment of the legislators and the poli- 
ticians who have flocked into the ‘capitalLis 
that the governor will sign the bill. 


Illegal Passage. Still Contended, 
The contention is still heard that the utili- 
ties bill did not reach constitutional enact- 
ment, inasmuch as theré was no formal roll 
call on the affirmative passage of thé bil! in 
the senate on the “ bonds and stock ’’ section 
It appears to be clear that the senate’s 
recession on .the home rule section was in 
accord with the Supreme.court opinion ina 
similar case when the commission form of 
government law was up. In this instance 
the senate at one blow put in home rule and 
killed the stocks and bonds section when the 
senate amendments were inserted. When it 
receded it eliminated home rule, but put back 
the stocks and bonds section. ' 
The question at issue is whether the roll 
call on receding from the senate amendments 
was tantamount to ‘an affirmative roll call 
upon the stocks and bonds section. Some 
persons say that if affirmative action wag 
required there was no definite passage of the 


bill with the stocks and bonds issue included, | 


and upon this now depends the attack upon 
the constitutional passage of ihe bill.

“There can be no middle ground,” Sexton 
continued. “ The fight you waged for the in- 
itiative and referendum gives me confidence 
you will veto this bill. In the hour of victory 
for the city of Chicago, I cannot believe your 
excellency will take it all away, because this 
bill deprives Chicago of many essentials of 
‘home government’ that were granted by 
the charter passed in 1907.” 

Ald. Charles E. Merriam talked after Cor- 
poration Counsel Sexton. 

“The situation embarrasses me,"’ Aljld. 
Merriam said, ‘‘ to think I must stand up here 
and fight for the municipal life of Chicago. 
This fight for Chicago was won years ago. 
You, as mayor, aided in this in your fight for 
municipal owneship. 

“This is a corporation measure. I have 
failed to observe the plain citizen asking for 
this bill. You will find certain business in- 
terests for it. 


“The plain, honest man is against this’ 


bill. I will appeal to the city you love and 
that has loved you that no violence is done 
to that city. I appeal to you not to be a party 
to the greatest ripper bill of the century; a 
Hill in comparison to which the Allen law isa 
pale moon.” 

Ald. Merriam got a hearty hand of ap- 
plause for this.

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JONES RENDS UTILITIES BILL 


Senator Tells City Club Measure 
Is Menace to Chicago. 


ACT IS DEFENDED BY DATLEY 


Peoria Man Says It Has Been Success 
in Twenty-two States, 


Thiee speakers of note addressed the City 
club yesterday on the public utilities prob- 
lem. Two—Senator Walter Clyde Jones and 
E. W. Bemis, utilities expert—denounced the 
bill now before Gov. Dunne. The other—Sen- 
ator John Dailey of Peorta—renewed the 
fight against home rule that he made at 
Springfield. 

Senator Jones explained the original bill 
in detail and traced ite course through the 
legislature. He held the supporters of the 
governor responsible for home rule's final 
defeat. 

‘The original bill was one of the most en- 
lightened productions that ever came before 
the Illinois legislature from legal or other 
source,”” he said. ‘“‘ After passage by the 
senate with the home rule clause reinstated, 
it came back to us in the last hours of the 
session and found us in unfortunate circum- 
stances. The park consolidation bill had 
just been passed, giving the mayor the right 
of appointment. 

Dunne Not Blamed Personally. 

‘‘ Certain friends of Gov. Dunne, apparent- 
ly influenced by the taking of the park pa- 
tronage from the governor, decided he should 
have control of public utilities. I do not be- 
lieve the governor personally responsible for 
this, and I do not want to believe him so, but 
the last roll call showed certain Chicago 
senators favorable to him changing their 
votes and cefeating home rule. 

‘I think the governor will refuse to per- 
mit this crime against Chicago.” 

Senator Dailey’s audience, though antag- 
onistie, heartily applauded his vigorous 
speech. He denouncef the Seventy Cent 
Gas league. 

Says Country Has Claims. 

“Jt is not a question of Chicago's utili- 
ties alone,”’ he said, “* but of my own county 
or Peoria, and others in the northern and 
central portions of Hlinois.” 

The speaker cited various states where all 
public utilities were under the state com- 
mission. 

“Is it possibié that twenty-two states are 
wrong and Chicago right?’ he asked.

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DIAMOND AND CASH GONE 


Robbery Believed to Be the Only 
-. Motive for the Murder of 
Charles E. Pendell. 


Charles E. Pendell, a pioneer money lender 
and broker in jeweiry, was murdered and 
robbed in his dingy offices in the Temple block 
some time this afternoon. | 

. ‘The body was found at 6 o'clock tonight by 
his widow, who had@ become alarmed when 
Pendell did not returm home for dinner. 

She found the body lying in one corner of 
thie shabbily appointed office, the skull 
cruehed and a portion of a pillow torn from 
an old lounge stuffed into the mouth of the 
victim and hnelg tightly in piace by an old 
robe wrapped around his head. 


Two Diamond Rings Stolen. 

Two white diamonds, one set in a ring, the 
other in a stud, of 3% carats each, valued at 
more than $1,500, had been stolen. Around 
the. room were littered a number of minor 
pieces of jewelry, rings and brooches of chip 
diamonds and pearis, the stock over which, 
it is believed, the aged money lender was 
bickering with his assassins before the as- 
sault. 

The safe door was open and the contents 
of the strong box were missing. 

According to the theory of the police, two 
robbers who had carefully planned their at- 
tack visited Pendell some time in the after- 
noon, presumably before 3 o'clock. 


Bickering Over Jewelry Sale. 

A deal apparently had been in negotiation 
regarding the jewelry that was later found 
on the floor and when Pendell's attention 
was distracted, it is believed one of the men 
struck him a blow over the head. 

Pendell was well known in business cir- 
cles. His wealth is estimated at more than 
$400,000. His business was lucrative, and he 
occupied a splendid home in the exclusive 
residential section.

Attitude of Gov. Blease in Not Comply- 
ing with U. 8. Law Cause of Action, 
Says Secretary Garrison. 


Washington, D. C., June 3.—Withdrawal 
from South Carolina of the support given by 
the federal government to the organized 
militia of all other states and territories 
brought many inquiries to the war depart- 
ment today and caused Secretary Garrison to 
issue the following statément: 

“With respect to inquiries made ‘of me 
concerning the relationship between this 
department and the governor of South Caro- 
lina the facts are briefly: : 

“Those in control of the national guard 
of South Carolina were not complying witb 
the law entitling them to federal aid. The 
attention of the governor was called to this 
and a rather sharply worded reply received. 

“ Fearing that there was some misunder- 
standing I wrote a long explanatory letter 
to the governor stating the law and the Par- 
ticulars in which his state had failed to com- 
ply, and suggested that upon this being 
brought to his attention, it was supposed 
that he would desire to comply with the law 
and continue to receive the federal aid. 

“In response I have received another 
sharply worded letter reiterating his previ- 
ous position and practically stating that 
South Carolina did not wish any federal aid 
and would not do those things necessary to 
secure it.’’

Bartzen Charged with Inconsist- 
ent Spitework by McCormick. 


HARDWARE AWARD HELD UP 


New Bids Must Be Advertised For to 
Satisfy Objectors.

The hospital committee recommended the 


acceptance of the $48,000 bid of the Yale & 
Towne Manufacturing company. 


Bids Are Thrown Out. 

Bartzen, who remained away from the open 
meeting of the committee where the hard- 
ware specimens were inspected, drew to his 
support Commissioners Maloney, Ragen, 
Kufiewski, Nowak, Burg, Harris, and Fitz- 
gerald, and succeeded in having the bids 


thrown out. The action wil! force a readver- 


tising for bids. 

Bartzen made the statement that the hard- 
ware could be obtained for $20,000. He was 
unable, however, to say where the purchase 
could be made. 

“ There is no rational reason why the hard- 
ware contract should not be placed with the 
lowest bidder,’’ said Mr. McCormick. “ The 
hospital construction will be delayed for 
probably eix weeks and the new bids will be 
higher than the old .ones, 

“ We have had too many instances where 
the county has lost money through the dila- 
tory methods of the county board. It does 
not alWays pay to wait for better prices. 
The county lost $52,460 on the sale of county 
bonds recemtly i@ued just because Bartzen 
hood’winked members of the board in believ- 
ing a better price could be obtained. 


Old Price Cut Almost $50,000, 

*'The original bid of the Yale & Towne 
ceompany for the hardware specified by Archi- 
tect Gerhardt of the old Bartzen board was 
$97,000. The plans were modified slightly 
by the present architect and the present bid 
is $48,000, a saving of nearly $50,000. A year 
age Bartzen thought it all right to pay 
nearly $100,000, Now he thinks $48,000 is tog 
much.”’ 

It was finally decided to have a public hear- 
ing Monday, when Architect Schmidt will 
receive all hardware dealers of the county 
who may wish to participate in the bids.

CHARGES BLINDING OF HORSES 


Head of Anti-Cruelty Society 
Will Ask for Warrants. 


MAKES ANIMAL MORE DOCILE 


Needle Used by Dealers to Pierce 
Retina of Eyes. 


Curiosity about the docile conduct of young, 
stalwart horses used by fruit and vegetable 
peddlers yesterday started Hugo Krause of 
the Anti-Cruelty society on an investigation. 
His curiosity was satisfied, and today he ex- 
pects to swear out a few warrants. 

“ They're blind,”’ he said hotly, “ and they 
were not born blind, either. They were made 
so by men who guarantee to purchasers that 
the horses will not shy and need no blinders. 
A needle has been jabbed through each ret- 
ina, and the wouhd ie scarcely noticeable, 
but a horse so treated will never see again 
and is too helpless to kick at vicious beat- 


ings.” : 
Finds Fifty Made Blind. 

~ Mr. Krause says he went along the line of 
horses standing in South Water street and 
found about fifty bunded by this method. He 
declaree 10 or 15 per cent of the horses in 


Chicago are blind. 

“The blinding of horges has been put ona 
commerciai basis,”’ he said. ““ Peddlers must 
be furnished with the kind of animal he 
wants to use in hie business. So there are 
plenty of horse traders to take up the prac- 
tice of blinding the horses. 


Calls It Foreign Custom. 

“This is only another of the peculiar 
foreign treatments that have crept into Amer- 
ican life. In settlements in the west side, 
from Randolph atreet, between Halsted 
street and Ashland avenue, and in Halsted 
@treet between Polk and Harrison, a large 
number of horses show that it was not 
nature but man who had deprived them of 
thelr right. 

‘ The custom of detaching the tails of their 
dogs and cats is as prevalent as that of blind- 
ing the horses. In nearly every home there 
are tailless animals to be seen. Warrants 
for three Greeks who clipped the tail of a 
Newfoundland dog were issued to us today.”

More than the usual number of protests 
against personal property assessments made 
by the board of assessors are expected this 
year by the board of Teview.

FREE TYPHOID VACCINATION 
FOR 1,000 WILL BEGIN TODAY. 


Treatment Indorsed by Federal Health 


90 Per Cent of Cases. 


Starting today at the Iroquois hospital on 
North Market street the city health depart- 
ment will vaccinate 1,000 persons as a pre- 
vention of typhoid fever. 

The first 1,000 who appear at the hospital 
will be given treatment free After that 
number i# taken care of a fee will be charged 
by the city authorities to defray expenses. 

Dr. Young, commissioner of health, and 
Dr. L. L. Lumsden, typhoid fever expert in 
the federal public health service, conferred 
yesterday about the project. The anti-ty- 
phoid vaccination has the tndorsement of 
Dr. Lumsden and the government, and al- 
though it Is comparatively new it has been 
successful in a number of the cases watched. 


said Dr. Lumsden, “and there hags.been a 
marked decrease in the disease. We esti- 
mate that it is 80 or 90 per cent efficacious in 
warding off typhoid. 

“It should be especially valuable for per- 
sons starting on their vacationk just now.”

No more drinking—not even the humble 
beer—for the railroad man hereafter, if the 
big transportation companies take the same 
view as the congress of alienists and neurol- 
ogists who last night completed their ses- 
sions at the Hotel Sherman.

Here Are Resolutions. 

The resolutions say “ many lives and much 
property depend on the mental integrity of 
men engaged in the operation of trains and 
other means of transportation,’ and pro- 
ceeds: 

We recommend to the railroads of the 
country genefally the untVersa! adoption 
of the rule requiring all employés to ab- 
stain from the use of alcoholic beverages 
on duty or off duty under penalty of dis- 
charge. 

The habitual use of any narcotic should 

be a ground for discharge from the sery- 

ice. : 

We recommend some plan be adopted 
by which the mental integrity of such 
employés may be inquired into systemat- 
ically from time to time for the purpose 
of eliminating those who may become 
mentally unfit. . 
There will be an annual gathering of the 

leading alienists and neurologists of the 
country under the auspices of the Chicago 
Medical society. In 1915 the affair will be 
made international and all nations will be in- 
vited to send delegates. In the present con- 
gress there were delegates appointed by the 
governors of fifteen states. 


Resolutions on Mentally Unfit. 

The congress passed resolutions regarding 
the mentally unfit in a revised form, as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That in every state in the 
union the problem of caring for defectives 
is becoming more complex, and, 

Whereas, certain recognized types of 
mental defectives, viz., the high grade 
feeble minded, the epileptics, and the 
criminally insane are notoriously prone 
to procreate, 

Resolved, That we, the allenists and 
neurologists of the various states assem- 
bled under the auspices of the Chicago 
Medical society, do hereby recommend 
for the various states of the unfon the 
enactment of laws looking to the estab- 
lishment of custodial care or sterilization 
of the above described types of defect- 
ives. i

Want Fewer Trials of Insane, 

The establishment’ under state or city 
supervision of wards wherein may be con- 
fined persens whose mental soundness is 
questioned, instead of having the same tried 
by a jury or sent toan asylum awaiting trial, 
was advocated by Dr. M. N. Voldeng of 
Cherokee, Ia., and supported by Dr. W. T. 
Mefford of Chicago. 

“These wards?’ said Dr. Mefford, “ will be 
the means of saving many afflicted or tem- 
porarily etricken men and women from the 
humiliation of being confined even if only 
temporarily in‘an asylum while awaiting in- 
quiry into their mentai integrity. The wards 
will be In control of alien experts instead 
of country doctors, oreven laymen. And itis 
our experience that persons thus confined and 
treated are declared mentally sound within 
a few months."’

‘' By these means the credit of the govern- 
ment not being behind the notes could never 
at any time be called into question and the 
banking system being separate to this extent 
from the treasury department, either would 
be in position to assist the other in case of 
need.’’ 

Banks Could Aid Government, 

Mr. Reynoids called attention to the fact 
that in time of war or other serious circum- 
stances the banks could under such condi- 
tions go to the relief of the government. 

“We have further suggested,’’ he con- 
tinued, “ that the notes as issued should bear 
the number of the respective federal reserve 
banks receiving the same and that no federal 
reserve bank should be permitted to emit 
any notes excepting those bearing its own 
number. All others would be charged to the 
bank the number of which they bear and can- 
celed and forwarded to said bank. 

“ By these means the notes would exactly 
respond to the requirements of commerce. 


“Serve Purpose of Check. 

“In other words, we are seeking to make 
them serve the same purpose as a check. 
We want to make them so automatic that 
they will have to do the work of a check 
and promptly canceled, thereby preventing 
inflation and especially doing away with the 
necessity of taxation to take them out of 
circulation. x 

‘‘No provision has been made in the bill 
for the prevention of the stook of gold of 
the United States being raided by foreign 
countries. As ‘ali the other important com- 
mercial countries of the world have provi- 
sions by which they can prevent the exporta- 
tion of gold, it is esesntial that some such 
provision should be embodied in our law. 

‘We have suggested that the federal re- 
serve board or the secretary of the treaeury 
be given authority to impose an export tax 
upon gold at such time and of such amount 
az the exigency of the case should demand. 

“In every other respect the framers of the 
bill are to be congratulated upon having 
formulated a measure which, in our opin- 
ion, is workable. and which will do great 
good in preventing a breakdown of our cur- 
rency system and in obviating the inade- 
quate supply of currency which occurs dur- 
ing the crop moving ‘period and in other 
times of great business activty.” 


TO REDUCE CIRCUIT BENCH 
AND ADD DISTRICT JUDGES. 


Readjustment of Federal Tribunals in 
Chicago Provided in Bill to Be Intro-~. 
duced by Sabath. 


_ BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington. D. C., June 25.—{Special.]— 
As a result of repreeentations made today 
te the president and the chairman of the 
banking and currency committees of the 
two houses of congress by a number of lead- 
ing bankers headed by George M. Reynolds 
of Chicago, important changes wil] be made 
in the administration currency bil!* 

It is certain that there will be reinserted 
in the measure the sections providing for 
the refunding of the 2 per cent bonds which 
now secure the $712,000,000 of national Dank 
notes outstanding. 

It is probable, though this is a matter for 
further consideration, that the president will 
return to the original plan of creating a cen- 
tral reserve board of nine members of which 
three shall be representatives of the/bank. 


Bankers Offer Suggestions. - 

The bankers at the White House confer- 
ence besides Mr. Reynolds were Sol Wefler of 
New Orieanp, Festus J. Wade of St. Louis, 
and Jebn Perrin of Los Angeles. ‘Secretary 
McAdoo took part in the conference. 

The bankers did not criticise the bill in a 
carping spirit, but adfiressed themselves to 
discussing fundamentals and proposing 
amendments which in their Judgment would 
strengthen the plan and iwsure its command 
of public confidence. They declared that 
none of the changes they suggested would 
he of the slightest benefit to the banks them- 
selves, but were offered solely in the interest 
of the general welfare. t 

After meeting the bankers President Wil- 
eon had about the cabinet table at the White 
House the members of the senate committee 
on banking and currency, Democrats and 
liepublicans, for a general discussion of the 
currency question. The conference, similar, 
to the one held last week with Democratic 
Inembers of the house committee on bank- 
ing and currency, gave the president an op- 
portunity to explain his views wn the need 
of legislation during the present session and 
go over to some extent the provisions of the 
administration measure. 

The bill is expected to be introduced in 
the senate and house tomorrow by Senator, 
Uwen and Representative Glass. 


Faults May Be Remedied Later. 

“ While we Go net regard the biil as an 
ideal measure,’ Mr. Reynolds, spokesman for 
the bankers, told the presid nt, *“ we recog- 
nize the importange of the passage of early 
currency sian as being necessary to the 
continued c mercial prosperity of the coun- 

. try. |For this reason we are willing to waive 
some of what we have heretofore regarded as 
essentials to a scientific currency measure, 
believing that after the bill has become a law 
and in operation amendments can probably 
be added te cover any faults that may be 
founc. 

/ There are, however, certain fundamen- 
tais which ought to be embodied in any cur- 
rency Dill, and which we are hopefu! will 
appeal to the leaders of the administration 
and to congress. 

‘in our opinion the banks should have 
reasonable representation ‘on the reserve 
board, for Me reason that the experience 
of bankers will be necessary in conducting 
the operations of an institution of such tre- 
mendous Magnitude and power and with so 
many ramifications.. 


Want Law to Cover Bonds. 

“ We could scarcely be expected to favor 
any legislation that dia not take care of the 
large amount of government 2 per ¢ent bonds 
held by the banks, as not to do so might en-

Washington, D. C., June 23.—{Special.J—A 
bill to abolish the fourth judgeship of the 
Federal Circuit Court of Appeals for the Sev- 
enth circuit and to provide two additional 
district judges in Chicago will be introduced 
im the house tomorrow by Representative 
Sabath.

All Amendments Fail. 

All amendments were voted down. Sen- 
ator Shafroth’s amendment would have elim- 
inated free sugar and substituted a duty of 
approximately % cent a pound on refined 
sugar. This amendment was lost by a vote 
of 37 to.10. 

When this haa been lost Senator Thompson 
of Kansas offered an amendment to retain 
the Underwood rate for three years, reduce 
it 50 per cent in 1916, and 2 per cent each 
succeeding year until it reached the free list. 
This was defeated. 

When sugar and wool had been disposed of 
the caucus ratified the committee amend- 
ment placing hair of the Angora goat on the 
free list. 

Agricultural Schedule Vexes. 

Consideration of the agricultural schedule 
was then resumed, and a dispute at once 
arose over the committee amendment put- 
ting a countervailing duty on wheat and 
flour. As the discussion developed the oppo- 
sition grew, and decision of the question went 
over until tomorrow.

“There was no negligence regarding the 
lookout on the ship, but there was negligence 
in not reducing speed.’ There is not sufficient 
evidence to show if the message from the 
steamship Mesaba, reporting ice, reached 
a responsible officer of the Titanic.” As the 
judge had left the court, judgment has not 
yet been entered.

one which cannot be eliminated, is the cer- 
tain constant congestion which would pre- 
vail-in and through the streets near such a 
terminal.’’ 

In this Statement he is absolutely not con- 
versant with the facts, as it cannot possibly 
exist in the proposed Twelfh street link plan, 
as such traffic which will come to this loca- 
tion will have ten times more street area for 
the same amount of traffic than exists under 
the present location of terminals. He does 
mot realize that we propose recasting the 
streets in connection with this terminal, and 
instead of being, as he says, at a cost “ total- 
ly inadmissible,” as a matter of fact the 
railroads recasting these streets will be $200,- 
000,000 to the good. ks 

Mr. Stevens branches out into e eglogy 
by saying: “ It seems unfortunate that bad 
faith should be charged by any parties in the 
discussion of these most important matters.” 


Calls Pennsylvania Group Selfish. 

It may seem unfortunate, but men repre- 
senting the Pennsylvania group, as ‘able 
and conscientious’ as he says they are, and 
“having spent years not only ina study of 
the superficial but the underlying features 
of such a problem,” have only been charged 
with bad faith when they have caqnclusively 
proved that they were looking only to their 
own selfish interest and not the interests 
of the city, and that their study of the gen- 


eral problem for the benefit of the city was 
purely superficial. 

Mr. Stevens quotes that ‘‘ The success or 
failure of their administration of the trust 
placed in their hands is directly dependent 
upon the skill and completeness with which 
they serve the public."’ “We will leave it to 
the Chioago public to judge with what skill 
and completeness they have served us. 


Question of Union Station. 

Mr. Stevens goes on to state that he does 
mot believe in a union station for Chicago 
and that five or six or even more well lo- 
cated stations, built with a “ liberal eye to 
future enlargement, probably connected by 
city lines, especially by a correctly located 
system of subways,” would give the public 
much better service than in any other way. 

‘Possibly the gentleman's conception of a 
union station is. different from what the link 
plan proposes. His statement ‘that lib- 
eral eye for future enlargement ’’ is a cor- 
rect hypothesis. an important factor which 
the Pennsylvania group has absolutely over- 
looked in its proposed plan. 

His “ probable connections,” however, in 
the link plan are very specific and area prin- 
cipal feature of the plan—namely: thé link 
and circle—and we do not have to resort to 
“probable connections’’ nor -he makeshift 
of subway connections 


_ Condemns Seeking “Quickest Relief.” 

Mr. Stevens, moreover. states that the pro- 
Posed Canal street station would be “the 
best and quickest relief from a bed situ- 
ation.”” We are surprised that a man of 
supposed conservative judgment would look 
for the quickest relief from ‘a bad situa- 
tion,”’ as it does not seem to tally with his 
former statement. of ‘‘the skill and com- 
pleteness with which they serve the public.” 
“ Quick relief’’ is a slovenly way cf avoid- 
ing the solution-of an important problem. 
It is not permanent, nor is it correct. 

Also: ‘“ This onte adopted. the others 
would follow with little loss of time.’ Pre- 
cisely what should be avoided. The quickest 
way of solution, and a solution which does 
mot consider the fransportation problems as 
a whole, but allowing each group of railroads 
to push its own individual selfishness, with 
no regard for general ¢ivic requirements or 
interests, and violating the work of the plan 
commission, is a civic crime that should not 
happen. 

Mr. Stevens makes one very pertinent sug- 
gestion which is the underlying feature of 
the Twelfth street link plan. ‘‘ Much stress 
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producing sections from which she draws 
her support.” , 
Economy Aim of Link. 

This is another axiom which underlies the 
planning of tke link freight terminal. We 
construct economically, operate economic- 
ally, provide new streets to reach our link 
freight terminal economically, for.consumer 
and producer, and remove from the down- 
town district useless freight which does not 


‘belong in this dist#ict, and recognize and 


provide another most important factor in 
the freight situation namely, the bringing to- 
gether of water and rail freight which seems 
to have been overlooked in Mr. Stevens’ 
summary and absolutely ignored in the plans 
of the Pennsylvania group. 
On the whole, we can congratulate Mr. 
Stevens most heartily on

<“ OPPOSED TO SINGLE DEPOT. 

THE TRIBUNE has received in response to its 
request for views on the railway terminal 
problem, another letter from a railroad pres- 
ident, in addition to those already published. 
The present one is from Fairfax Harrison, 
bead of the Chicago, Indianapolis and Louis- 
ville company {Monon route]. Mr. Harrison, 
in discussing the question that Chicago is 
facing, says: 

‘* As competition has been the spur of most 
of the activities of railroads, the object of 
railroad management in the establishment 
of terminals, both passenger and freight, has 
been to secure locations which afford com- 
petitors advantage. On this theory the fur- 
ther downtown the railroad terminals are lo- 
cated in Chicago the better they are for the 
railroads which use them. The growth of 
the city has, however, introduced a new 
element into the problem, i. e.: Can the 
railroads afford to devote to strictly rail- 
road purposes the real estate they now own 
ir. downtown Chicago, in view of its increased 
and steadily increasing value? 

“My own. view has been that economy 
seems to dictate some other, or at least 
some more intensive use of railroad real es- 
tate in downtown Chicago, than obtains to- 
day. 

“This view is. fortified by the oppor- 
tunity which the railroads now have to con- 
fcrm any new location to the general prin- 
ciples of the plan of Chicago. It has seemed 
to me that the codrdination of hard business 
acumen and healthy imagination which de- 
vised the plan commands the support of 
every property owner in Chicago, as much, 
if not more, by way of long sighted business 
judgment and the possibility of increment of 
value of real estate if the plan is carried 
out. as by way of that sentiment which Is 
called civic pride. 

‘*For these reasons I have constantly ad- 
vocated in the board of directors of the 
Chicago and Western Indiana Railroad com- 
peny that every engineering effort be made 
tg conform to the plan of Chicago, the plans 
which for two years have been under consid- 
eration for the development of the Chicago 
and Western Indiana terminals I myself 
believe that the Chicsgo and Western In- 
diana can located its passenger terminal on 
Twelfth street to the advantage of all its 
tenants and proprietors, of which the Monen 
is. cne. 

**T am opposed on principle and experience 
tc a single union station in Chicago, wherever 
it might be located and on whatever pian it 
might be constructed. The common weak- 
ness of all modern large passenger terminals 
is the distance which passengers are re- 
quirea to walk between train and street. No 
amount of vaulted ceilings and artistic dec- 
oraton can compensate for this positive 
drawbaek incident to great size, and while 
art in architecture is a fairly to be expected 
requisite of every portal to a city, it can be 
and, indeed, has been realized in many in- 
stances in stations of moderate size and real 
convenience to the public. 

So far as Chicago is concerned, I am in 
fuvecr of a series of stations of moderate size 
located with consistent relation one to an- 
other for convenience of interchange of 
through traffic, and the plan of Chicago offers 
the portunity to group good stations on 
the gouth side of Twelfth street, I am in 
favor of Twelfth street as the location.”’

Communications Sent Depart- 
ment Head Foreshadow Con- 
certed Fight on Idea. 


A prophecy of trouble over the inaugura- 
tion of a course in the teaching of sex hy- 
giene in the public high schools came yester- 
day at a special! meeting of the school man- 
agement committee of the board of educa- 
tion. 

Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
schools, made a report to the committee rec- 
ommending that specialists in sex hygiene 
lecture to the students. It came after the 
motion of Jacob M. Loeb at the last meeting 
of the committee that Mrs. Young inaugu- 
rate such a course. 

Peter Reinberg, president of the boar, has 
been flooded with letters protesting againet 
the course. Many of the letters bear a 
resemblance to each other and it is thought 
that an organized campaign against the 
teaching of sex hygiene ig being carried on. 

Three on Board,Oppose Plan. 

Among the board members who protested 
against the innovation yesterday were Mrs. 
John MacMahon, Harry A. Lipsky and 
Thomas Kelly. Mr. Loeb.promised to have 
action ceferred until the next meeting of the 
board. The finance committee previously 
voted $10,000 for the expense of the course. 

Mrs. Young recommended “ that specialists 
in sex hygiene who lecture in simple, yet sci- 
entifically correct language, be secured to 
give in the fall term of 1913, a course of three 
lectures on sex hygiene in each of the twenty- 
one high schools, the pupils to be grouped in 
reasonable numbers, boys and girls separ- 
ately; provided, that all pupils who bring noteg 
from their parents asking to have them ex- 
cused, shall be excused; that after Decem- 
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ber, 1913, the lectures be limited to first year 


classes in physiology and hygiene or in biol- 
ogy; that one talk on personal purity be made 
by specialists to children in groups in the 
middle and upper grades of every elementary 
school; that kindergartners, teachers in the 
lower grades, and nurses be requested to en- 
deavor to guard the young children from 
practices taught by the unchaste.”’

Higher Qualifications. 


BLOW TO “DIPLOMA MILLS”? 


Act on All but One Recommendation 
of Chicago Bar. 


Members of the Chicago Bar association 
see a blow to “diploma mills‘ in the state 
Supreme Court's recent modification of rule 
39, covering the admittance of lawyers to the 
bar in Illinois, The revised rule, which will 
be published next week, includes all but one 
recommendation made by the committee on 
legal education of the Chicago Bar associa- 
tion. 

“ The revised rule is the biggest advance 
in legal education in Illinois in a number 
of years,’ said Nathan William MacChes- 
ney, Chairman of the association committee 
on legal education. “It will mean lawyers 
of better education and ability in .the 
future. 


Must Show High School Record. 

“ Under th@revised rule, évery applicant 
for exXaminativn before the board of law 
examiners will have to show that he has the 
equivaient of a four year high school course 
prior to beginning the study of law, s¢the 
stucent with his high school knowledge will 
be better able to grasp the law from the 
beginning of his study of it. 

“The new rule provides also that the 
studies in the law shall have been pursued 
within the six years next prior to the appli- 
cation for examination. Under this ruling 
the man who has worked around some law 
office off and on for ten years or more and 
by a smattering here and there and a read- 
ing of law books gained some knowledge of 
the study, will not be allowed to take the 
examination for the bar, even if he has a 
certificate from the lawyer under whom he 
has worked. 

“The new rule provides that the lawyer 
swear he has personally examined the stu- 
dent under his personal tuition not less 
than once a week during at least thirty-six 
weeks of each year preceeding the applica-~ 
tion.” 

The ruling makes allowance for persons 
who before July 1 of this year began, but 
did not complete, the study of law in com- 


.pliance with the former rules.
